After several months of skin 
grafts and therapy he was transferred 
to the South Carolina Hospital, fitted 
with his new artificial limbs, and 
taught how to use them. 

Today this young man is leading 
an essentially normal life, thanks to his 
courage and the magnificent medical 
attention he received. 

No Shriner who reads this story, 
can fail to take pride in the wonderful 
work of our hospitals. What a blessing 
that we are privileged to help in this 
great work.

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How to Sponsor a Child 
It’s rewarding and easier than you 
think! 

Some of the questions asked most 
often by Nobles are: How do I sponsor 
a crippled child? What’s my financial 
obligation to the child? What about 
the application? 

Because Nobles are unsure of the 
correct answers, they sometimes decide 
not to sponsor a child. This is sad, 
for sponsoring a child is rather simple 
and quite rewarding. Here’s all you do. 
1. Obtain an application from your 
Temple or a Shriners Hospital. 
2. Make sure the application is filled 
out COMPLETELY (parents’ signa- 
tures and witnesses are essential). 
Sign your name and address and get 
the Physician’s Certificate signed and 
completed. If the Physician’s Certificate 
is not complete, the application must 
be returned. 
3. Obtain a birth certificate or affi- 
davit as to the child’s age. 
4. Submit custody papers (or copy 
of divorce decree) if parents are 
divorced, adoption papers if the child 
is adopted. All legal forms should be 
returned to the guardians. 
5. Obtain three pictures (front, side 
and back full-length views) of the child 
with sufficient clothing removed to 
show deformity. 
6. Forward the above material to the 
nearest Shriners Hospital for Crippled 
Children. 

After appropriate review by the 


Chief of Staff and the Hospital Board | 


of Governors, the family will be 
notified as to whether the child can be

Through your neighbors, your 
church, your doctor and your co- 
workers, you can find those little 
children who need your help. By letting 
people know you are a Shriner and 
that the Shrine operates 21 hospitals 
for crippled and burned children, word 
will get around to the families in need. 

Remember that a child’s family need 
not be destitute. The financial require- 
ment for admission is that if treat- 
ment at another facility would place 
a financial burden on the family, 
then the child may be admitted 
(assuming age and medical require- 
ments have been met). Children must 
be under the age of 18 and there 
must exist a reasonable possibility 
that treatment can benefit the patient. 

All expenses for care and treatment 
are assumed by Shriners Hospitals 
for Crippled Children, not by the 
individual sponsor. Treatment costs 
are paid for by: 1) each Shriner’s 
annual $5.00 hospital assessment, 
2) various Temple fund-raising activities, 
and 3) the Shriners Hospitals for 
Crippled Children Endowment Fund. 

To date, over 249,000 children have 
been cured or substantially helped in 
the Shrine’s 18 orthopedic hospitals 
and three burns institutes. It’s up to 
you to reach out and find those 
crippled children who need our help 
in order to live normal, happy lives. 
When you see them smile as they walk 
on their own toward you, you’ll 
know it was worth your effort.

1913 - 1982 


Noble Charles Edward Wallace, Grand Master of Masons in Virginia 
in 1980 and a member of Kena Temple’s Oriental Band died suddenly on 
November 4. While driving to a Masonic function in Fredericksburg he 
became ill and was taken to Potomac Hospital in Woodbridge where he 
succumbed to a heart attack. 

Noble Wallace was a member and Past Master of Henry Knox Field Lodge 
No. 349 (Alexandria); member of Springfield Lodge No. 217 and Charter 
Master of Mt. Vernon Lodge No. 219. He was also a member of Skidmore 
Daylight Lodge No. 237 and many other Masonic-related organizations. 
He was District Deputy Grand Master of the First Masonic District in 1957 
and was installed Grand Master of Masons in Virginia on February 12, 1980. 
He resided on Adrienne Drive, Mt. Vernon. 

Noble Wallace is survived by his Lady Helen, two sons, one daughter and 
two grandchildren. 

Masonic Services were held for him at Everly-Wheatley Funeral Home, 
Alexandria on Sunday, November 7. The officers of the Grand Lodge 
of Virginia conducted the service, preceded by a eulogy given by the present 
Grand Master, Lloyd U. Jefferson, Past Illustrious Potentate of Acca Temple,

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About Articles for 
The Kenagram 


At this season of the year the 
Units and Clubs elect new officers 
and there are many shifts in respon- 
sibilities. Among them is the matter 
of correspondents for Unit, Club and 
other articles for the Kenagram. In 
the interest of reportorial accuracy and 
timely publication of these articles 
a few rules must be observed. Among 
them are: 

Copy Deadlines: The deadline for 
receiving copy usually is the first 
Tuesday of the month, the meeting 
date of Unit heads. Occasionally, as 
in the month of January, there is a 
variation on this deadline. In any 
event, on the inside of the back cover 
of each Kenagram there appears a 
banner carrying the copy deadline 
for the next issue. It is important 
to note that copy must be in the 
editor’s hands on that date, not just 
postmarked if the material is mailed, 
or dropped in the Kenagram box out- 
side the Recorder’s office. 

Preparation of Copy: Articles must 
be typed and double spaced. Hand- 
written copy cannot be used. Double 
spacing is required in order to provide 
space for editorial notes and correc- 
tions. The first line of each para- 
graph should be indented to assure 
proper continuity. 

Length of Articles: You may usually 
be assured that your entire article 
will be published if it does not exceed 
300 words in length. Longer articles 
may be used on a space available 
basis but when cuts are necessary 
they will be made at the discretion 
of the editor at press time. 

Pictures: Pictures are welcomed but 
when space problems arise, they may 
have to be omitted. Black and white 
pictures are preferred but, depending 
upon the depth of the color, color 
prints are often usable. Dark colors 
are difficult and sometimes impossible 
to handle. 

In General: It is the desire of the 
staff to be as helpful as possible to all 
who wish to use the Kenagram for 
the spread of news about Temple 
activities and Temple people. But it 
is not always possible to use all the 
pictures and materials received. You 
may be assured that when omissions 
occur they are not arbitrary but are 
due to space limits, duplications or 
other sound reasons.
